Bree LOAF INN stands on a plateau 1500 
feet above sea level with the mountain 
range, of which Bread Loaf Mountain is a part, 
towering above it. At the Inn is located a post- 
office which receives and sends two mails each 
day. It is a rambling old structure originally a 
farm house but which has been added to from 
time to time. Conveniently located near the 
Long Trail of the Green Mountain Club, on 
which are camps and lodges in the midst of 
thousands of acres of mountain forest, we in- 
vite hikers to make the Inn a base for supplies. 


The Inn is situated in the town of Ripton, 
three miles beyond Ripton Hollow, on the old 
stage road from Middlebury to Hancock. It is 
twelve miles from Middlebury which is on the 
Rutland Railroad, 272 miles from New York, 
200 miles from Boston, and 130 miles from 
Montreal. There are several through trains 
daily—the Inn will gladly arrange to meet all 
guests. Automobile tourists, who are always 
welcome, should approach Bread Loaf by fol- 








lowing the main highway through the famous 
Ripton Gorge, one of the most beautiful drives 
in New England. Week-end vititors are invited 
to enjoy the unusual scenic privileges that the 
Bread Loaf country offers. 


To increase the accommodations and to in- 
sure greater privacy and quiet numerous cot- 
tages have been built. Maple and Birch are 
the largest of these and they offer large rooms, 
some with private bath and fireplace. Rooms 
in these cottages open on to wide piazzas that 
extend on three sides of each floor. 


Tucked away as the Inn is in the top 
of the mountains, there are exceptional oppor- 
tunities for rest and recreation. The forests 
are a network of well-kept paths and trails. 
The mountain streams are not only lovely to 
watch but also offer a chance to fish for trout. 
While at the Inn there are tennis courts and 
croquet grounds that may be enjoyed. The 
Bread Loaf Farms insure excellent dairy pro- 
ducts for the table. 


Since the summer of 1920 the English 
School of Middlebury College has been located 
at the Inn, and from June 30th to August 14th a 
delightful group of teachers and writers gather 
there. Guests of the Inn are given a cordial 
invitation to the various public lectures, plays 
and musicals.
